Cornell  College  is  a  progressive,  stand- 
ard College,  recognized  by  all  the  highest 
educational  associations  as  one  of  the  lead- 
ing educational  institutions  of  the  Central 
West.  Its  work  is  accepted  everywhere, 
including  foreign  universities. 

Pledges  and  contributions  during  the 
past  year  have  increased  Cornell's  endow- 
ment so  that  the  total  assets  of  the  College 
will  soon  amount  to  $4,500,000.  This 
insures  the  continued  growth  of  the  insti- 
tution. Cornell  is  one  of  the  three  or  four 
colleges  of  the  United  States  to  receive  at 
one  time  a  half-million  dollar  appropria- 
tion from  the  General  Education  Board. 

Definite  courses  of  instruction  are  given 
in  all  Liberal  Arts  lines;  p re-professional 
work  is  offered.  Special  attention  is  given 
to  courses  in  Business  Administration, 
Engineering,  Home  Economics,  Teacher 
Training,  Religious  Education,  Public  and 
Social    Service,   Ministry,   Journalism,   etc. 

Cornell  has  a  strong  Faculty  of  over 
fifty  members  and  a  cosmopolitan  student 
body  numbering  680  in  the  College  de- 
partment alone.  Adequate  laboratories 
are  provided  for  all  the  sciences.  Over 
53,000  volumes  are  housed  in  a  fine  Car- 
negie Library.  High  educational  ideals 
prevail.  Social  life  is  wholesome  and 
democratic.

The  high  standards  set  by  the  Glee  Clubs  and  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  give  them  an  excellent  standing  in 
musical  circles.  All  three  organizations  make  annual 
spring  tours  of  Iowa  and  adjoining  states.  The  Concert 
Band  has  reached  a  high  degree  of  excellence  and  is 
one  of  the  most  popular  of  campus  organizations. 

The  Cornell  Conservatory  introduced  in  Iowa  the 
May  Music  Festival,  now  one  of  the  biggest  events  of 
its  kind  in  this  part  of  the  country.  Its  aim  is  to 
present  the  best  artists  known.  Further  opportunity  to 
hear  good  music  is  offered  by  the  annual  Artists' 
Course.  The  Cornell  student  enjoys  all  the  musical  op- 
portunities a  well  organized  Conservatory  can  provide.

The  aim  at  Cornell  is  to  preserve  a  proper  balance  between  athletics  and  the  other  activities 
of  the  College.  Winning  teams  are  not  always  a  true  index  of  a  college's  success  in  athletics, 
but  Cornell  has  been  able  to  establish  for  Herself  an  enviable  place  by  developing,  in  addition 
to  skilled  teams,  a  thorough  system  of  "Athletics  for  All".  A  full  share  of  State  and  Conference 
championships  in  football,  basketball,  baseball  and  track  have  come  to  Cornell  over  the  years. 

The  all-round  development  of  men  after  they  come  to  college  is  Cornell's  aim.  Some  of  the 
most  prominent  athletes  of  the  School  have  been  men  who  never  wore  a  "spike"  or  football 
suit  till  their  freshman  year  in  College.  Cornell-trained  coaches  are  always  in  demand  and 
special  effort  is  made  to  develop  those  who  will  take  up  coaching  as  a  profession.

Cornell  College  holds  its  social  organization 
as  a  matter  of  high  importance.  The  dominant 
groups  in  the  student  social  life  are  the  four 
classes,  and  the  literary  societies,  the  latter  form- 
ing coherent  social  groups  which  develop  warm 
and  lasting  friendships.  A  growing  type  of 
organization  is  the  departmental  club  to  which 
the  major  students  in  the  department  are  gen- 
erally admitted  as  members.  These  clubs  stim- 
ulate professional  interest  which  will  continue 
into  later  life.  Under  the  dominance  of  these 
organizations  the  social  life  of  the  college  has 
been  markedly  democratic. 

Assimilation  begins  the  opening  week  of  the 
fall  and  continues  throughout  the  year.  There 
are  a  score  or  more  of  stated  social  events  of 
general  interest,  and  many  more  for  particular 
groups.
